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Lovers’ Seat. A short distance alon^ the coast east of 
Hastings is a rook3" niche in the cliff face wherein is placed 
a seat from which is obtained a splendid view of the Chan¬ 
nel and coast. Tradition gives it its romantic name from 
its being the meeting place of a certain revenue officer and 
his sweetheart, he being in the habit of climbing the cliff 
face and meeting her at this spot. Soon after their marriage 
the lieutenant was drowned at sea. 
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
